They left Chicago 
at 11 o'clock in the morning over the 
Illinois Central railroad, but because 
of the big snowstorm did not reach 
Springfield until dark. Probably 800 
from Cook county came on tl\e train.

Washington, Jan. 2ff.—The senate pro­ 
ceedings to day included a speech by 
Simmons (N. C.) In support of the canal 
treaty, and pass&ge of a number of bills 
and resolutions. 
Simmons was the first 
Democratic senator to favor the measure 
on the floor of the senate. He announced 
his disapproval of 
intervention of

treaty was made, he could not accept the 
theory that the treaty itself was invalid.

Ryan in the first four rounds and in the 
fifth dropped him with a hard blow to 
the jaw. Ryan took the count of eight 
and came up groggy. He saved himself 
by clinching until he had regained his 
bearings. A moment later Ryan drove a 
vicious left to O'Bren’s stomach which 
sent the Philadelphian to his knees. Ryan 
seemed to regain his wind as the round 
progressed - and 
landed repeatedly on 
O’Brien's stomach with vicious lefts. It 
was only the gong that saved O’Brien 
from being knocked out.

Ae the very opening 
of this round Ryan landed

PANAMA CONVENTION. 


Panam a/ Jan. 27.—JA t this afternoon’s 
session of the constitutional convention 
Dr. Amador proposed the following article 
be included in the constitution of the re­ 
public: 
“Should public peace or consti- 
tional order be disturbed in any part of 
the republic of «Panama tlie government 
of the United States may intervene to 
restore peace, or, order n event’the United 
States by treaty: or convention shall have 
assumed or expressed' intention of ;assum- 
ing obligation or ! guaranteeing Indepen­ 
dence and sovereignty of this republic*” 
The article was approved by a 1>ig“ ma­ 
jority. 


Another measure, by which the conven­ 
tion ratifies all acts of the provisional 
governing junta, including, ratification of 
the canal treaty, was. also approved.

FROM CUSTODY 


JUDGE ORDERS RELEASE 
OF MAYOR HARRISON 


Declares the Mayor is in no way 
Responsible for Theatre Fire 
—Opinion Delivered by Judge 
Tutliill. 


Chicago, Jan. ¿7.—Mayor Carter H. H ar­ 
rison was this afternoon ordered by Judge 
Richiard S. Tuthill to be immediately dis­ 
charged from custody in connection with 
any responsibility for the wholesale loss 
of life in the Iroquois theatre fire. The 
judge declared the mayor was in no way 
whatever guilty or liable and that the 
coroner’s jury in ordering the mayor held 
to the grand jury had put an unjust 
stigma upon the mayor, who had failed in 


110 particular whatever either in omission 
or commission. In delivering his opinion 
Judge Tuthill said: 


“I have gone over the testimony of Fire 
Marshal Musham and. Building. Commis­ 
sioner Williams £®nd th e ' t^ y o r partfcti- 
farly’a id ¥ can say without qualification 
or hesitation that I find not one word iq 
evidence, so far. as I have examined it, 
■ ' ‘ tends ever remotely, in my judg 
► Iiíéir 


nient, to sho^ the tnàyeir had any knowl­ 
edge ÓÌ this m atter or that he was in any 
respect negligent of any duty imposed 
upon him by laws or by rules that com­ 
monly apply to persons who are responsi­ 
ble for the safety of others.” 


Judge Tuthill then reviews tlie investi­ 
gation into tho condition of theatres or­ 
dered by the mayor and report of the in­ 
vestigators showing none of the theatres 
were complying with the ordinance. He 
says the mayor promptly presented this 
report to the council and was by that body 
sent to committee, as is usual with such 
reports, and that in this particular the 
mayor actcd properly and in line with his 
duty. 
For the mayor to act otherwise 
than he did when he submitted the report 
to 1 the, council and* close the -theatres 
simply ? y pòh • the - report4 of * a ; committee 
would "have resulted in universal con­ 
demnation. He* nay.« t!ie mayor did 
any .mayor would have done. “The most 
carcftti and cautious man that could oc­ 
cupy the mayor’s chair could not have 
■done m onythah he did/’, says Judge.Tut-

While he. finds .tiu it'“there were gross 
violations not only of city ordinances, but 
of common rules of safety, that anybody 
without any expert knowledge would have 
said were absolutely essential at the Iro­ 
quois, Judge Tuthill says he cannot con­ 
ceive how'- the mayor, could be held re­ 
sponsible. He thinks it would be just as 
logical to hold the president of the United 
States responsible for the loss of life In a 
fire th at might destroy a building at W est 
Point or Annapolis or to hold the governor 
responsible should lives be lost in an in­ 
sane asylum. 


Tuthill does not hestltate to say, in view 
of evidence as under facts admitted by the 
state, that if Is a Very giéat %rong “to 
place upon the mayor of the city this un­ 
deserved stigma, as I find it to be, without 
any basis in law or it* fapts a$ they have 
been testified to before the coroner's jury 
upon which ' it can b e p . roperly tjasedJ’, 
lie then ordered the mayor discharged. . 


Following his release. Mayor Hsurrison 
said to the Associated Press: 


**The only possible feature which tlie 
jury were able to find connecting m e with 
th e IroaiifolSs;fir^ dls^tótcri; was thè alleged 
négligenco and incompetence of my ap­ 
pointees, Fire Chief Musham and Build­ 
ing Inspector Williams. I want to call a t­ 
ten tio n to th e fact Chief Musham has 
been connected with the Chicago fire de­ 
partment forty years, beginning a t the 
bottom of the ladder and winning his way 
to the position of assistant chief by gal­ 
lant and heroic conduct of a*' lifetime. 
Upon the retirement of Chief Swenle I 
appointed Musham chief. 
The appoint­ 
ment was strictly on merits and met with 
unanimous approval. When the position 
of building commissioner became vacant 
last summer I Invited the Builders* club, 
Association , of 
Architects and various 
other nonpartisan professional organiza­ 
tions to nominate the-best available man 
for the Vacancy. They named, in nomin­ 
ating Williams, a Republican and gave 
me the strongest testimonials as to his 
character and fficlency. I appointed him 
and he entered most earnestly upon his 
duties. Both these men were considered 
ideal appointments. 
The imputation of 


guilt upon these two men is entirely un­ 
justifiable, but to strike a t me, over their 
shoulders, is little short of infamy."

Springfield, Jan. 27.—It has been 
the custom of 
the association 
of 
county and probate judges, when in 
ti|eir .aunuaj Convention' to recom­ 
mend to the legislature the passage 
of such bills a.s in their concensus, 
of opinion, are most necessary for the 
welfare of the people. At the meeting 
of the association this morning Judge 
Chas. S. Cutting of Cook county, in 
his address on *‘The Control of Tes­ 
tamentary Trusts by Probate Courts 
and by County Courts Having Pro­ 
bate Jurisdiction,” «‘lid that in his 
opinion the most crying need w'as for 
‘4he enactment of a statute wdiieh 
1 feel sure w'ill be constitutional, giv­ 
ing to our courts exercising*j)robate 
jurisdiction, the power to control 
testamentary trustees 
and c.xercise 
such general concurrent jurisdiction 
over that class of trusts as the neces­ 
sity of a full and complete adminis­ 
tration of . the estate of a deceased 
person wwild require.” Judge Cut­ 
ting has had wide experience in deal­ 
ing with this question, and ably jire- 
sented his arguments and sugges­ 
tions. 


After the routine business of the 
Illinois county and probate judge.s’ 
meeting, which v;as in sesson to day 
in tlio supreme court room at the 
tate house. Judge U/M. Shonkwiler, 
of Piatt county,spoke on the sub­ 
ject of “The Advisability of Abol­ 
ishing Apepals from the C^ounty to 
the Circuit Court,” and suggested 
that the association recommend that 
the legislature abolisli the appealing 
'rom the county to the circuit court, 
and gave as an argument, that by 
so doing, the county woidd save a 
great expense, as well as save the in­ 
dividual from unnecessary expense 
and litigation. 


The boards of local improvement 
came in for some Iiiird knocks from 
Judge J. D. Welsh, of Knox county, 
who discussed the changes needed in 
the special assessment law” of the 
state. He said the court w'as the only 
protection or safeguard of property 
owners against the demands of the 
)oards of local improvements for

and township and ward to settle its own 
affairs and so give home rule. It would 
remove from every contest the hampering

And It would compel

The plan i.s American, 
Republican and productiv'e of honest pol­ 
itics.

„ The general as.sembly having f.ailed to 
pas.s any law on this subject. 1 now take 
Ihe libei'ty fo suggent that the state com­ 
mittee, at iheir meeting to night, request 
or even require that all county conven­ 
tions this- year be held on the same day, 
except in those counties where conven­ 
tions have already been held and in those 
conties which are controlled by the pres­ 
ent primary law. Of course no man con­ 
trols the committee and X cannot and do 
not control it, hence it will doubtless not 
heed this sugge-stion, but I make it just 
the .same, and soate daj- it will be the law 
of the land.

We 
have the imprê-ssion, however, that the 
man with moderate means or the man 
with a choice flock of fowls iand a tine 
orchard of fruit is the man that enjoys 
true happiness in farm life. 
Why 
same men involve themselves to be­ 
come 'land iH)or and yet w ant more 
l^nd is a profound mystery to me when 
they could operate a few acres devot­ 
ed to fruit and poultry and become in­ 
dependent. 
They may never become 
millionaires by raising poultry and 
fruit, but they will not liave to scrimp 
pos.sibly 'half as much as the man with 
five times as much land with a combi­ 
nation of sheep and cattle.—-J. C. Clipp 
in Stockman and Farmer.
